Annual reports to the U.S. Congress, prepared by the Office of Special 
Education and Rehabilitative Services, present a wide variety of data 
on the status of special education in the states and as a national ag- 
gregate. Among these data are reports on numbers of teachers and other 
personnel employed and needed. 


The information in this paper is from the Tenth Annual Report to Cong- 
ress. It refers to personnel issues for the 1985-86 school year. Text 


and tables are taken from the report, and table numbers reflect the 


tabular sequence in the report itself.

SUMMARY OF INFORMATION ON THE SUPPLY OF AND DEMAND FOR PERSONNEL 


IN 1985-86, states gathered data on the numbers of personnel employed and 
needed to fully serve children with handicapping conditions in the schools. 


* The total number of special education teachers employed during that year 
waS 291,954. The numbers of teachers employed to teach children with handi- 
capping conditions in the following categories increased from the previous year: 
learning disabilities, emotional disturbance, speech/language impaired, deaf, 
multihandicapped, orthopedically impaired and visually impaired. The numbers 
of teachers employed to teach children with mental retardation, other health 
impairments, and who are deaf-blind decreased from the preceding year. 


* The number of additional teachers needed for full services to children 
and youth with handicapping conditions was 27,474. The largest numbers of 
teachers needed were for children with learning disabilities, mental 
retardation, emotional disturbance, and speech/language impairments. In pro- 
portion to the numbers of ‘teachers employed, the greatest needs for additional 
teachers were in the areas of deaf-blind, emotional disturbance, and visually 
handicapped. 


* There were 229,872 personnel other than special education teachers employ- 
ed to serve children with handicaps in the schools. 


* An additional 13,720 such personnel were needed for full services to 
these children. In terms of numbers of personnel needed, the greatest short- 
ages existed for teacher aides and other non-instructional staff. In terms of 
the proportion of personnel presently employed, the greatest needs were for 
recreation therapists, physical therapists, occupational therapists, and audi- 
ologists. 


* Needs for additional teachers were reported for all categories of child- 
ren with handicapping conditions and for all types of other school personnel. 


* Although total numbers of special education teachers and other personnel 
increased over the preceding year, the overall needs for both categories of per- 
sonnel also increased substantially. 


PERSONNEL EMPLOYED AND NEEDED 
Delivery of special education services is contingent upon trained personnel 
qualified to provide the required services. Implementation of EHA-B is there- 


fore directly dependent on the availability of personnel qualified in pertinent 
disciplines for the delivery of special education, as well as the availability 
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of trained support staff for the delivery of support services essential] for spe- 
cial education. Due to the importance of personnel in the delivery of special 
education services, this section reports on the numbers of special education 
personnel employed, as well as the numbers of special eaucation personnel need- 
ed during the school year 1985-86. Additionally, some of the data from 1985- 

86 will be compared with data collected during previous years. 


The data for this report have been counted in the following manner. Spe- 
cial educat‘on personnel were reported in full-time equivalency (FTE) or frac- 
tions thereof according to teaching assignment. For example, if a teacher 
worked with children diagnosed as learning disabled in the mornings only, the 
teacher was counted as 50 percent FTE for the learning disabled. And, for this 
report and as in previous years, personnel were subdivided for counting as 
follows. First, the category of special education teachers included (a) spe- 
cial education teachers and (b) speech pathologists who were counted as teachers 
of speech or language impaired. Second, the category of personnel other than 
special education teachers included those in other professions providing serv- 
ices to handicapped children and youth, ranging from teacher aides to counselors, 
therapists, and special education administrators. Also, support staff trained 
in the provision of support services necessary for the delivery of special edu- 
cation such as nurses, interpreters, bus drivers, etc., were counted in this 
category. 


Additionally, counts for the categories of personnel employed and personnel 
needed were based upon the following. Personnel employed were counted in full- 
time equivalency of assignment for personnel employed as of December 1 of the 
1985-86 school year. The need for personnel was counted in two ways. First, 
the unfilled vacancies that occurred during the 1985-86 school year were count- 
ed. Second, a count was made of additional personnel that were needed during 
the 1985-86 school year to fill positions occupied by persons who were not 
appropriately and adequately prepared or trained for the position held. These 
metheds of counting and the general data collection procedures are essentially 
similar to those employed in previous years. 


Counts of special education personnel employed and needed for school year 
1985-86 are reported, by state, for special education teachers according to 
handicapping condition served and are presented in Tables BE]. Counts of per- 
sonnel employed and needed for school year 1985-86 are reported, by state, for 
personnel other than special education teachers in Tables BE2. 


States reported that the number of special education teachers employed 
increased approximately 6 percent from 1984-85 to 1985-86. For the 10 handi- 
capping conditions served by special] education teachers, seven categories in- 
creased in the number employed from 1984-85 to 1985-86, while three categories 
decreased. The number of teachers employed increased for teachers in the 
following handicapping categories: learning disabled, emotionally disturbed, 
speech or language impaired, hard of hearing and deaf, multihandicapped, ortho- 
pedically impaired, and visually impaired. The number of teachers employed 
decreased in the following categories: mentally retarded, other health impaired, 
and deaf-blind. 


Counts of special] education teachers employed and needed by handicapping 


condition are presented in Table 13. The 50 states and insular areas reported 
that 27,474 additional teachers were needed to fill vacancies and replace 
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uncertified staff. States reported that, for the 1985-86 school year, the 
greatest need to fill positions, in terms of numbers, is for teachers of the 
learning disabled, mentally retarded, emotionally disturbed, and speech or 
Janguage impaired. This had also been true for the 1984-85 school year. These 
four categories accounted for 87 percent of all teachers needed. Approximately 
10 percent of the teachers were needed for the categories of other health im- 
paired, hard of hearing and deaf, multihandicapped, orthopedically impaired, 
visually handicapped, and deaf-blind. 


Counts of the total numbers of personnel other than special education 
teachers employed are presented in Table 15. The totals for numbers of person- 
nel other than special education teachers employed increased from 226,02] 
during school year 1984-85 to 229,872 for 1985-86, an increase of approximately 
2 percent. Thus, the total number of personnel other than special education 
teachers employed increased from 1984~85 to 1985-86, but just minimally. Con- 
sidered individually, some categories of personnel increased, while some de- 
creased. Those categories of personne] which increased, in order of largest 
percentage of increase, were work-study coordinators, physical therapists, 
teacher aides, counselors, vocational education teachers, occupational therap- 
ists, supervisors/administrators, and physical education teachers. Those 
categories of personnel which decreased, in order or largest percentage of de- 
crease, were recreational therapists, supervisors/administrators (SEA), school 
social workers, and other noninstructional staff. Those categories of person- 
nel which did not change appreciably in terms of staff employed were psycholog- 
ists and audiologists. 


Table 15 presents counts of total numbers of personnel] other than teachers 
employed and needed during 1985-86. The 50 states and insular areas indicated 
that an increase of 13,720 staff in all categories of personnel other than spe- 
cial education teachers was needed to fill vacancies and replace noncertified 
staff in 1985-86. As was the case for school year 1984-85, in proportion to the 
number of personnel employed, occupational therapists and physical therapists 
were the most needed personnel for school year 1985-86. However, for that same 
school year, audiologists were the third highest ranked personnel group needed. 
In 1984-85, supervisors/administrators (SEA) were the third nighest ranked 
group in terms of personnel needed, but in 1985-86 they were the fourth ranked 
personnel group in terms of personnel needed. It should be noted that for the 
1985-86 school year, recreational therapists were the single most needed group. 
However, this was the first year for such a finding and may be related to the 
decrease of the total number of recreational therapists employed in 1985-86 as 
compared to 1984-85. 


The tables on the following pages present state-specific 
information on special education teachers and other 
school staff employed and needed in 1985-86 to serve 
children with handicapping conditions.
